and 1,579 death! were reported In 
Kentucky last year, chiefly con- 
lined to people in th«> prime of life 
and usefulness. The cost of eating 
for those sick of it, to siiy nothing 
Of the sorrow, suffering and los* of 
life, for the year, is reported as 
being $088,700. 

Typhoid fever is probably the 
most preventable of all diseases, 
not even excepting small, ox. it 

is now definitely known that, like 
cholera mid dysentery, the (terms 
of the disease are contained only 
in the discharges from the bowels 
and kidneys ot those sick of it, and 
that ir is necessary for a person to 
swallow some of such discharges, 
or things polluted by them, In some 
way, in order to contract the 
disease.

Based upon the teachings of the 
foregoing facts, the following rules 
have been prepared with care for 
the guldanes of all persons Inter- 
ested in their own and the public 
health:

I'nless this is done, a carelessly 
managed case of typhoid fever, or 
other diarrheal disease, even a mile 
or more away, may he a source of 
danger on account of flies. Ah 
mosquitoes are now known to be 
the carriers of malaria the same 
precautions will protect from this 
disease also. 

The universal and effectual prac- 
tice of these precautions would re- 
quire Intelligent care and some ex- 
pense, but would result in the 
practical disappearance of one of 

our most common and fatal domes- 
tic pestilences, which is not only a 
disgrace to our civilization, but an 
annual scourge and tax upon the 
people of Kentucky in comparison 
with which yellow fever and chol- 
era, plague and other exotic 
d it eases, so feared by our people, 
sink into insignificance.
